CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—Peter An- 
ders, confessed kidnaper and mur- 
derer of Charles 8. Ross, brought 
to Chicago tonight by plane, was 
disclosed by J. Edgar Hoover, di- 
rector of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, to be John Henry 
Seadlund, 27 years old, of Ironton, 
Minn., whose criminal schooling 
began with the John Dillinger 


gang. 

His identity was disclosed to 
reporters by Hoover at a press con- 
ference in the Chicago office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
where the heavily manacled prison- 
er was taken by auto after being 
unexpectedly brought here from St. 
Paul by airplane tonight. 

Hoover said that Seadlund made 
his first criminal contacts in 1934. 
In t year he met Tommy Carroll, 
member of the Dillinger gang, and 
carried food to the gangster in a 
north woods hideout. 

The same year, Hoover related, 
Seadiund was arrested and sen- 
tenced to the Crow Wing county 


From autopsies upon the bodies 
of Ross and James Atwood Grey, 
killed by Seadlund over the division 
of the $50,000 ransom, Hoover said 
it had been learned. the elderly 


ently beaten when held prisoner 
in a North Woods dugout near 
Spooner, Wis. 

Ross, the autopsy showed, was 
shot. through .the head, probably 
with a .32 caliber revolver. His skull 
was fractured in three places. Five 
of his ribs were broken. 

Nine bullet wounds were found 
in Grey’s body, all above the waist 
and none in the head. 

Hoover said Ross himself wrote 
the first ransom note asking for 
$5000, but that Seadlund added a 
cipher making it $50,000. 

The first ransom note was in 
longhand, but the other three were 
typewritten to Keep Ross from 
knowing they had changed the ran- 
som figure. 

Killers Crime Record. 


Seadlund’s career in crime, as 
delineated by Hoover, covered four 
states. 

After breaking out of the Crow 
Wing county jail, Seadlund—using 
a growing list of aliases—traveled 
South. In the summer of 1935 he 
held up a chain store in Boone- 
ville, Miss. He planned a bank 
robbery at Tuscaloosa, Ala., Hoover 
said, but did not carry it out. 

He took a woman's automobile 
in Bismarck, N. D., later in the 
year. Then he robbed the Mill- 
town, Wis., bank of $1039 on June 
15, 1936. He robbed the Bagle 
River, Wis., bank of $1737. 

After engaging in the lumber 
business in Spdkane, Wash., he re- 
turned to Bloomer, Vis. 

Aug. 25, 1936, he robbed the Col- 
fax, Wis., bank of $2000 and on

34700.

After his death, she asserted, she 
took the note to an attorney who 
had figured in the judge’s court in 
certain receiverships and to whom 
the judge had referred her “in case 
you ever want anything.” But the 
attorney informed her he could not 
undertake its collection, she said. 


On Transcontinental Train. 

Her friendship with Judge Pol- 
lock, she told the writer, began 
in 1916, when the Judge was a 
widower prior to his second mar- 
riage, which took place in Los 
Angeles on July 11, 1924, to Miss 
Beulah B. Haas. It began, she said, 
in an informal way, what is known 
as a “pick-up” on a trans-continent- 
al train. Her window was stuck, 
she recalled, and the Judge oblig- 
ingly went to her aid. 

So friendly was he, she said, that

She said she mentioned the mat-

Kemper made a huge profit out 
of the transaction, which was 
marked by futile suits by English 
and eastern investors. In 1934, 
Kemper, then Democratic National 
Committeeman from Missouri, was 
permitted to settle for slightly more 
than 10 cents on the dollar a claim | 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
for $777,443.73 additional income 
taxes for 1927 and 1928 on his sale 
of Orient stock. 

Judge Pollock was an Associate 
Justice of the Kansas Supreme

corporations. Twice futile efforts 
were made to remove him.

In his decisions, he manifested 
contempt for the Federal prohibi- 
tion, law, the Mann act and the 
Dyer act against interstate trans- 
portation of stolen cars. He as- 
serted they were police court mat- 
ters and had no place in a Federal 
court. He was quoted as saying in 
regard to the Mann act: “Congress 
did not aim at interfering with the 
personal escapades of any man.”

SOUGHT, TO AID NEW VICTIM 


Blood of Someone Who Has Had 


Staphylococcus Hemolyticus 
Needed for Horace Blase. 


A search for someone who has 
recovered from staphylococcus 
hemolyticus, a rare blood infec- 
tion, is being made by physicians 
for Horace Blase, 24 Middlesex 
drive, Brentwood, who is in a crit- 
ical condition from the infection 
at Missouri Baptist Hospital. 

One who has had the infection 
and recovered from it is likely to 
be more immune to it than the 
ordinary person, and it is hoped 
that if the blood of such a person 
can be given to Blase in a trans- 
fusion, it will aid him. 

Blase, a graduate of Country Day 
School and Yale University, lived 
in New York and was on the edi- 
torial staff of The New Yorker, a 
weekly magazine, until recently. He 
returned home before Christmas to 
write a book, and the infection de- 
veloped a short time later. The 
bacteria tends to dissolve the red 
blood cells. 

Several ordinary blood trans- 
fusions have been given Blase, but 
a search of hospital records in the 
St. Louis area failed to produce any 
case in which a person who had the 
disease ig still living.

For that is the way in which the 
home is operated. It is almost 
stretching a point to call it an or- 
phans’ home, for technically most 
of the 123 children are not orphans 
in the full sense, and the entire at- 
mosphere is that of a happy com- 
munity center, a training school to 
prepare children for living. 

“When the children leave here, 
they must take their place in the 
world, and it is our duty to train 
them for that,” said Mrs. Bettie R. 
Brown, superintendent, who has 
been there for 32 years. “They will 
have to think for themselves later, 
so we don’t try to think for them 
here. We look upon them as indi- 
viduals, with individual problems 
and ideas, not as inmates of an 
institution, and we let them retain 
their individuality as much as pos- 
sible. At the same time, of course, 
we instil in them à sense of their 
social responsibilities and the spirit 
of co-operation. This is not their 
life; it’s just a preparation for 
life.” 

So the children go their way, 
largely as they would in well regu- 
lated individual homes, with few 
additional restrictions, and some 
additional advantages in the mat- 
ter of supervised play, and plenty 
of companionship.. Discipline Uy 
force is non-existent, superseded by 
spiritual guidance and understand- 
ing, by direction of initiative into 
creative channels. And even the 
direction is largely by suggestion. 
Learning by “trial and error” is an 
important feature of the methods.

Judicial Craftmanship 
of Great Importance.

the Circuit Court of Appeals. Such men 
coming to the ‘Supreme Court are equipped 
from the start to take part in what is the 
real work of the court—the huge volume of 
taxation, valuation, patent and run-of-the- 
mine cases.

„More Game Now 


Than Indians Had' 
In Pennsylvania 


This Is Result of 30 Years 
of Consistent Conserva- 
tion With Game Depart- 
ment Free From Politics.

HARRISBURG, Pa., Jan. 22. 
T is said in Pennsylvania that game has 
| returned to the land of William Penn in 
greater quantities than when the Indians 
were there. That official boast appears to 
be borne out by the facts, though admittedly 
the Indians made and kept no game census, 
There are not more buffalo or passenger 
pigeons, in fact none at all, but the mountaine 
ous regions and even the settled valleys are 
overrun with deer, the black bear is not rare, 
quail are plentiful, wild turkeys are readily 
found by hunters, ring-mecked pheasants are 
more plentiful than the turkeys, and squirrels 
and rabbits are everywhere, Only the migra- 

tory water fowl are low on the game list. 


Heavy Kills of Deer. 

While no accurate figures are available, 
informed officials of Game Department esti- 
mate that there are approximately 1,000,000 
deer in something less than 25,000 square 
miles of wild land in the State. At least 
they are so numerous that there is insuffi< 
cient food for them and every two or three 
years the department finds it necessary to 
declare an open season on does. 

In 1931 in a two-week season 70,255 doeg 
were killed in the State, and 24,796 two⸗ 
point bucks. In only a three-day season ia 
1935 in only 14 of the 67 counties the doe 
kill amounted to 46,668, and 23,802 bucks 
were killed in the State in a 10-day season,

‘State, reported to the department, has been

Three Ways Are Open. 

Reasons why the Bar Committee

Difficulty of Drawing Age Limit. 

To say when a Judge is handi- 
capped by age is extremely diffi- 
cult, The court has had unhappy 
experiences in that respect in the 
past. There was the painful epi- 
sode following the Civil War, when 
it was necessary fer his colleagues 
to suggest to Justice Grier that he 
was unable properly to consider the 
important legal tender case then 
before the court. This is what Chief 
Justice Hughes said about age in 
the course of his lectures on the 
court at Columbia University in 
1928: 

“It is extraordinary how reluct- 
ant aged Justices are to retire and 
to give up their accustomed work. 
They seem to be tenacious of the 
appearance of adequacy.” 

The impairments of age have not 
hampered the work of the court in 
recent years, in the opinion of 
younger members on the bench. 
And included in this period would 
be the last years of the long service 
of the late Justice Holmes, who re- 
tired at the age of 91. But with 
all the talk during the past year 
about the age of Judges, one phase 
of it has not been touched on and 
that is a phase which is just now 
the subject of serious concern in 
the court itself. If there is no fixed 
age at which Justices must retire, 
then they all stay on the bench to 


likely to happen that a number of 
retirements will occur at once, as 
seems probable during Roosevelt's 
present term.

Behind the Court Scheme. 

Behind the reason put forward 
for advancing the scheme to enlarge 
the court a year ago was the real 
reason, which was that the Presi- 
dent felt that a majority of “con- 
servative” Justices were deliberate- 
ly standing in the way of. progres- 
sive New Deal legislation. One of 
the members of the court itself, 
Justice Stone, said almost that very 
thing in two now famous dissents, 
the dissent in the A A A case and 
the dissent in the New York min- 
imum wage case. In the latter 
Stone charged his colleagues on 
the bench with deciding the case 
in accord with their “economic 
redilections” rather than the law, 
and he used language just as force- 
ful in disagreeing with the major- 
ty of the court over the A A A.

Granted for the sake of the pres- 
ent discussion that that was true; 
what, then, was the remedy? There 
were two remedies. One was to 
abolish the court entirely. The 
other was to acknowledge the falli- 
bility of human institutions and in 
the proper time and in the proper 
way fili judicial vacancies. with 
men of the highest capacity. It is 
necessary to have some patience in 
dealing, with human institutions. If 
the old majority on the court was 
“wrong,” it was certainly no rem- 
edy to appoint a new majority that 
would be “right.” It is not enough 
to vote “right”; one must be suf- 
ficiently skilled in the law to state 
convincing reasons why one is 
“right” or the opinion will have no 
weight. 

In any event, to quote an old 
axiom, two wrongs never make a 
right. If a majority of the. court 
did in fact vote their “economic 
predilections” and, if that was 
wrong then, it will not make it 
right to appoint a majority who 
will vote the other way for partisan 
and political reasons, That is the 
surest way to vitiate once and for 
all any usefulness the court may 
have. 

Black Distresses Colleagues. 

While they do not discuss the con- 
duct of other members of the bench, 
it is apparent that the course fol- 
lowed by Justice Black since his 
appointment has distressed his col- 
leagues, Chiefly this is because 
they feel he is going contrary to 
one of the fundamental legal tradi- 
tions of the court and that is that 
each case shall be decided upon the 
narrowest. possible point of law. 
At first to the lay observer this 
seems a mean spirited and ungen- 
erous point of. view. 

But it is defended by members 
of long service on the bench in this 
way: In the first place, if the court 
is not directly called upon to pass 
on a major issue, 4 constitutional 
point, it is far better not to, since 
with more time the effect. of the 
law or the regulation upon human 
eonduct and its place in the legal 
and social structure can be more 
closely. observed. More important, 
it is not the function of the court 
to rush in and declare a law un- 
constitutional when it has not been 
asked to pass upon a basic isste. 
It has been in this way that the 
court has suffered those “self-inflict- 
ed wounds” to which the Chief Jus- 
tice referred in hit Columbia, lec- 
tures. One of the gravest of those 
wounds was the Dned Scott deci- 
sion, just prior to the Civil War. It 
is felt in some quarters that the 
AAA decision was a recent in- 
stance where the court decided 
needlessly and suffered as a con- 
sequence another “self-inflicted 
wound,” 

Conservative and Liberal. 

What Black has done in recent 
months is to miss no opportunity 
to dissent from majority opinions. 

court several weeks ago de- 
cided the PWA power cases in 
favor of the Government: but on a 
narrow point of law. Black wrote a 
separate opinion championing the 
constitutionality of P W A’s public 
power program, In the same way 
he dissented in the Indianapolis 
utility case referred to before. 

For the tags “conservative” and 
“liberal” members of the court have 


little respect. McReynolds, often 
referred to as the most conserva- 
tive member of the court today, 
was appointed by President Wilson 
as a liberal.. Stone, of the so-called 
“liberal”. wing of the court, was 
named by President Coolidge and 
Tom Heflin talked in the Senate 
for days against the confirmation 
of this “tool of Wall Street.” A 
Justice may uphold the constitu- 
tionality of a legislative act, even 
vigorously uphold it, without ap- 
proving the act. 


There have been some famous in- 
stances in the past when “conser- 
vative” and “liberal” labels have 
failed to etick. Theodore Roose- 
velt appointed Holmes to the bench 
and shortly afterward Holmes 
joined with the majority in the 
Northern Securities case, involving 
a bit of trust-busting dear to T. 
R.’s heart. In the court it is a 
legend that the President met 
Holmes a few days later and began 
bitterly to teproach him for his 
vote, “By God, sir, I am a Judge,” 
Holmes is said to have retorted, 
turning on his heel. 

Between the present President 
Roosevelt and the Supreme Court 
there has been only the most for- 
mal relationship on those state oc- 
casions when members of the court 
have attended White House recep- 
tions or dinners in their honor. 
The report has persisted here that 
the President sought not long after 
he took office to “get together” 
with the court and discuss . pend- 
ing legislation. There is enough 
evidence to substantiate this rumor 
in the opinion of certain members 
of the court. The President's of- 
fer, if indeed, it went that far, was 
firmly rejected by the court. 

Washington and Adams. 

Here again, the court sustained 
a tradition that dates from its or- 
igin. George Washington called 
upon the Supreme. Court, all of the 
members of which he had named 
himself, for an advisory opinion on 
certain legislation. The court de- 
clined to give it. In the administra- 
tion of John Quincy Adams, at the 
outset of the argument of a case 
before the court, a. representative 
of. the President appeared to give 
his views, only to be told that the 
court was not interested in hearing 
them. 

This strict and impersonal de- 
tachment between the three spheres 
of government—legislative—judicial 
—executive, the court for its part 
has jealously guarded. It is not 
surprising then that Roosevelt's 
suggestion that the members of the 
court sit down around the fireside 
with him to discuss the propriety 
of pending legislation was turned 
down. Some Presidents have had 
close friends on the court, friends 
whom they have talked with fre- 
quently. Roosevelt has had no such 
connection. Members of the court 
believe that he knows comparative- 
ly little about the way in which the 
court functions.

For eight months of the year the 
ustices must lead; if they are con- 
scientiously to carry their share of 
the work of the court, what is al- 
most a monastic life. Here they 
are at a Saturday conference, any 
Saturday that the court is not in 
They meet in the confer- 
ence room at 12 and they will be 
there until 4:30 or it may be 5 or it 
may be 6. 

Each Justice has a mimeographed 
copy, usually three or four pages 
long, of the work that is immedi- 
ately before the court. First, come 
petitions for rehearing, a long list, 
but these are disposed of rather 
quickly, and then petitions for cer- 
tiorari, then questions of jurisdic- 
tion, and finally cases argued and 
submitted. There may be 10 or 12 
or 14 in the latter category. Lach 
of the Justices present must state 
his opinion of the case, cast his 
vote and be prepared to write the 
opinion of the court. This has 
meant inspection of briefs and evi- 
dence in each of the cases. 

If it were not for the writing of 
opinions, members of the court are 
of the belief that a seven-man court 
would be more efficient than the 
present number of nine. To in- 
crease the size of the court would 
be to lessen its efficiency in this 
view, for it would mean that many 
more opinions and that many more 
votes would have to be registered 
on each case coming up. 

The court places great impor- 
tance on written opinions, a’ prac- 
tice which was initiated about 1835 
and which has been strictly bbserved 
ever since. There are two reasons 
why it is important that the opin- 
ions of the court be written and of 
record rather than delivered ordlly 
from the bench even though they 
may be merely per curiam deci- 
sions, First, when a lawyer pre- 
pares his case with great care and 
at no little cost, he is entitled to 
have on the record why the case 
was decided in a particular way. 
Second, and more important, it is 
some insurance of the stability of 
judicial decision. 

Assignment of Work. 

It is not at the Saturday after- 
noon conferences that the Justices 
are assigned to write the opinions. 
They go to their homes and in the 
evening a messenger arrives from 
the Chief Justice with the assign- 
ments. This customarily precedes 
a two-week recess, which gives the 
opportunity to prepare opinions. A 
Single tax case may involve the 
most intricate business practices 
through which the opinion writer 
must inevitably thread his way; it 
may necessitate a comparison not 
only between State and Federal 
laws, but also with foreign law. It 
may involve a few thousand dol- 
lars or a few million dollars. A 
score of similar cases may turn on 
the d on. And the public may 
never hear a thing about it, beyond 
a few lines in the newspaper, if 
there is that much. 

“Very remote seem the days when 
the court adjourned for lack of 
business,” Justice Stone said in a 
speech before the American Bar 
Association in 1928, “and when the 
first Chief Justice resigned in order 
that he might find more active oc- 
cupation as Governor of New 
York.” : 

Today, in 1938, those days seem 
almost inconceivably remote. It is, 
indeed, a heavy burden that the 
court carries, 
of which the court is singularly 
jealous, Those Justices who are 
most deeply conscious of the long, 
continuing role of the court are 
doubtful of the future. In a com- 
plex civilization built up on laws 
and precedents, some such relative- 
ly impartial agency is essential. 
What, they ask, is to take its place, 
if the usefulness of the body is 
destroyed. :

Valuation of Real Estate 
in City Dropped 19 Pct. 
in 6 Years From Peak of 
$1,113,408,520. 
* a 
Valuation of St. Louis real estate 
for taxation has declined 19.8 per 
cent from the peak in six years, 
while the assessment of public util- 
ity properties here has fallen 445 
per cent from the peak in 10 years. 
Figures on the decreases were 
prepared yesterday by Erwin G. 
Schubkegel, tax examiner of the 
Comptroller’s office. 
Real estate is valued by the City 
Assessor, public utilities (except 
the Laclede Gas Light Co., assessed 
locally) by the State Board of 
Equalization. The utilities custom- 
arily employ lawyers and engineers 
to press their tax valuation claims. 
Comparatively few real estate own- 
ers appeal from the Assessor’s find- 
ings to the City Board of Equaliza- 
tion and most of those who do ap- 
peal are not prepared to offer 
elaborate, evidence, 
The high point of real estate 


valuation was $1,113,408,520 in 1931, 
as shown by Schubkegel’s 


For the public utilities the high 
point was in 1927, two years before 
the great stock market collapse. It 
was $83,579,541, compared with $46,- 
350,074 last year. The drop was 
$37,229,467, or 44.5 per cent. 
$5,433,976. Realty Tax Drop. 

The tax levy on real estate for 
the city, schools and State dropped 
from $30,173,181 in 1931 to $24,739,- 
204 last year, a decline of $5,433,976. 
On public utilities the levy fell 
from $2,164,710 in 1927 to $1,283,897 
last year, a drop of $880,813. Last 
year’s tax rate of $2.77 on the $100 
valuation was divided as follows: 
City, general purposes, $1.35; city, 
bond interest and sinking fund, 40 
cents; schools, 87 cents; State, 15 
cents, 

Each year since 1927 the State 
Board of Equalization has reduced 
the aggregate assessment of St. 
Louis public utilities. There have 
been a number of cuts in the real 
estate valuation during the depres- 
sion by the Assessor, the city Board 
of Equalization and the State 
Board. 


Assessor Ralph W. Coale an- 
nounced a week ago that neither 
blanket decreases nor increases in 
the realty assessment would be 
made by the city for 1938. He pre- 
dicted a net increase of about $10.- 
000,000, attributable almost alto- 
gether to new building construc- 
tion, largely in the northwestern 
and southwestern residential sec- 
tions, after deducting the value of 
numerous old buildings wrecked to 
Save taxes. 

Individual Utility Figures. 

Declines in the assessed valua- 
tion of some of the larger public 
utilities, comparing 1927 with 19387, 
were listed by Schubkegel as fol- 
lows: 

Public Service Co., from $37,284,- 
248 to $15,036,591; Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri, $13,883,516 to $10,- 
957,198; Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, $13,812,340 to $7,229,205; Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad, $713,083 to 
$542,231; St. Louis Electric Ter- 
minal Railway (Illinois Terminal 
System), $724,912 to $536,920. 

In the case of the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co., the valuation 
rose in the same period from 33, 
653,115 to $4,107,040. 

The 1938 realty assessment will 
be made public March 21, when the 
city Board of Equalization will 
open its annual four-week session. 
The year’s public utility valuations 
will be made later.

OST of us have been brought

starved, ill-equipped Colonial troops 
against a British army superior in 
numbers and discipline, a struggle 
that was protracted by the indif- 
ference and incompetence of the 
English generals and the devotion 
of the Americans until it was con- 
cluded by the active intervention of 
France. Even the most material- 
minded of the recent interpreters 
have gone no f r than to 
ascribe economic rather than altru- 
istic motives to the rebels. The 
heroism of the participating 
soldiers has gone unchallenged.

Paradoxically, Irvine Haines, in 
this highly romanticized novel of 
the Revolutionary period, has car- 
ried the debunking farther than 
ever before, and has turned the 
war into a battle of wits between 
two sets of unscrupulous spies, most 
of them, naturally, beautiful wom- 
en.

T is probable that one who be- 

gins to read “The Prodigal Par- 

ents” will continue to the end, 
because it’s short, and because, af- 
ter all, Mr. Lewis is still a story- 
teller. But this is his weakest book 
since he won national attention 
with “Main Street,” and is, in fact, 
one of the most trivial novels pub- 
lished by a reputable author in 
many years.

HE American publication of 
T this comprehensive work on the 

dance, first published in Ger- 
many four years ago, can be re- 
garded as a significant step in the 
development of our cultural con- 
cepts. ; 

In reading the book one cannot 
but marvel at the wealth and diver- 
sity of rhythmic pattern used by 
men of all ages and all races to 
convey their inner and outer expe- 
riences. For the primitive man 
the dance was of p impor- 
tance. By means of it he expressed 
his joy over birth, marriage, fer- 
tility and health; or sorrow and 
perplexity over death and disas- 
ter. He used the dance to relate 
his experiences of war, hunting and 
labor, and to dispel evil spirits or 
cure sickness. 

> * * 

It could have been no easy task 
for the author to collect, systema- 
tize and describe all these varied 
modes of dancing. Bas-reliefs 
could give him only motionless fig- 
ures, and verbal descriptions a 
mere suggestion of the original pat- 
tern. He succeeds, however, in con- 
veying to the reader a feeling of 
the unity in all dance forma, 
themes and motives, regardless of 
periods or ethnological factors. Out 
of these fundamental forms. he 
gradually evolves the more ad- 
vanced concepts of choregraphy 
and pantomime, and links them 
with the parallel developments of 
the feeling for rhythm and melody. 

The history and development of 
our modern theatrical dancing are 
touched upon without too much de- 
tail, the aim of the book being to 
dwell at length upon those forms 
of esthetic and technical expression 
which form the background of our 
present dance.

MISSOURI STATE GAS TAXES 
and automobile registration fees 
combined set a new high record 
in 1987 with the collection of $21; 
087,042; which goes to the State 
road fund, according to analysis of 
State reports by Roy F. Britton, 
president of the Automobile Club 
of Missouri. 

“The increase in these combined 
motor vehicle taxes over the previ- 
ous year amounted to $699,650,” 
Britton says. The receipts yielded 
$2,346,721 more than was estimated 
by the State Highway Department 
for 1937 in the commission’s bien- 
nial report. 

“Gas tax collections at 2 cents a 
gallon were highest since imposing 
of the tax in 1925. According to 
the State Treasurer’s report, the 
total amount collected in gas 
taxes was $11,685,642, topping the 
previous year by $325,604. License 
fees totaled the largest since 1932 
before the reduction in fees was 
made. Total license fee collections 
amounted to $9,401,400, a gain over 
1936 of $374,046. This was an in- 
crease of more than $2,000,000 over 
collections in 1934, the first year 
when reduced fees were made ef- 
fective by the Legislature.

Though Pennsylvania has gained 
a wider reputation for good shoot- 
ing than for fishing, its 20,000 miles 
of fishable streams provide excel- 
lent sport for the trout and bass 
fishermen, and Lake Erie is attrac- 
tive for whitefish and pike. 

Consistent Conservation. 


Pennsylvania has reached its pre- 
eminence as a game State through 
more than 30 years of a. consistent 
conservation policy, based on the 
almost complete absence of political 
interference with its Game Depart- 
ment. This has meant a Game 
Commission appointed without re- 
gard to politics, and given free rein 
to employ scientists and experts 
whose sole consideration appears 
to have been to increase the game 
supply through propagation and re- 
lease of game, short shooting sea- 
sons, adequate game refuges, small 
bag limits and consistent enforce- 
ment of the regulations it was em- 
powered to impose. 

About 30 years ago the State be- 
gan to take conservation of re- 
sources seriously. The vast forests 
of the State had deen virtually 
wiped out by the lumber companies. 
Game had disappeared, and fishing 
had become poor. The State tackled 
the entire problem at the same 
time, setting up three separate 
commissions, game, fish and a 
third to control forestry and the 
streams. 


Bringing Back Game. 

One of the larger industrial 
states, about 80,000 of its 100,000 
miles of rivers are to some degree 
polluted by mine and factory ‘waste, 
There was little that could be done 
about that, but much that could be 
done about preserving the 20,000 
miles of fishing, reforesting the 
mountain sides and bringing back 
game. 

The State now owns 1,150,987 
acres of forest land in 33 of the 
67 counties. It now has four nur- 
series which produce approximate- 
ly 22,000,000 seedling trees annual- 
ly. It has planted 290,879,900 trees, 
of which 52,961,141 were in State 
forests and 137,918,739 on privately , 
owned lands. It has maintained an 
efficient forest fire protection serv- 
ice. The result has been that ero- 
sion has been virtually stopped, the 
streams have continued in their 
original state, instead of having 
filled up with gravel and dirt as 
have the Missouri streams. There 
is some lumbering now of trees 
planted by the commission. 

The Game Commission has pur- 
chased 332,000 acres of land for 
game farms and refuges. It has 
184 primary game refuges totaling 
124,000 acres, 81 on State forest 
land, 102 on land purchased by the 
commission and one on United 
States forest land. 


Agreements With Farmers. 

The Commission has adopted a 
policy of providing hunting grounds 
for the hunters who pay license 
fees. Surrounding every refuge is 
ample open hunting. It has entered 
in agreements with farmers by 
which the Commission takes over 
game control of blocks of land.

When an applicant is accepted 
he is given à job as game protector 
and is assigned to a district remote 
from that in which he has resided. 
All game protectors are in uniform 
and have police power. 

Keeping Standards High. 

Promotions in the department 
are made from the game protectors 
who are graduates of the school. 
Pennsylvania has not State civil 
service but the Game Department 
has set up a civil service for itself. 

There is one game protector for 
each of the 67 counties, and in ad- 
dition there are 30 tra game 
protectors, who supervise the work 
of the others, and in addition to 
that ihere are 475 unpaid deputy 
game protectors. 

The residents of Pennsylvania 
generally are proud of their game 
department, and the manner of the 
administration of the law has en- 
gendered such public confidence 
that a very large part of the viola- 
tions of the game laws are brought 
to the attention of the Department 
protectors through voluntary re- 
ports by citizens. 

About 2300 law violations are re- 
ported each year. The game pro- 
tector has the power to assess the 
fine in the field or on a visit to the 
violator, who may insist on a trial 
in court but rarely does 80, as that 
procedure usually means a higher 
fine and increased costs. 


Propagation Farms. 

The Department maintains four 
game farms, at which quail, ring- 
necked pheasants and wild turkeys 
are propagated for transfer to the 
game refuges from which they 
spread out over the hunting 
grounds. 

The Game and Fish Commissions 
get their revenue almost entirely 
from the $2 hunting license and the 
$1.50 fishing license. At present, 
the Game Department's revenues 
amount to about $1,400,000 a year 
and those of the Fish Department 
to nearly $600,000—a total of about 
$2,000,000 a year. 

This is to be compared with an 
annual revenue of about $300,000 
received by the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission. But Pennsylvania 
has reached that revenue only by 
giving the hunters and fishermen 
something to hunt and fish. 

How Hatcheries Are Operated. 

The Fish Commission maintains 
10 hatcheries which produce suffi- 
cient fish to stock the streams with 
trout, bass and pike, and even pro- 
duce the minnows to feed the fish.

However, we found they had 
gone for the ‘army,’ which advanced in 
charge of a big white bull. As far as we 
could see, they came swinging along. I 
was busy taking pictures as they got near 
and circled around us. 

“Suddenly, as though at a signal from the 
white bull, they charged. Mesha grabbed 
me by the arm and we ran to the shore of 
a lake where we had a boat waiting, Some 
of the bellowing cattle plunged into the 
water as we rowed to safety.” 

Being shipwrecked and marooned on an 
island from early fall until March is another 
of Miss Barker's experiences in Alaskan 
waters. 

“My brother, Edward, and Mesha were 
we were cast up on the island we werd 
without provisions, but we did have rifles 
and plenty of ammunition. All during the 
fall and winter we lived on meat that we 
shot. It was a happy day in March when 
a coast guard cutter took us off, just when 
our cartridges were running low.“ 

‘The brother, Edward, was instrumental in 
helping his sister get started in her Alaskan 
blue fox venture. 

Another time Miss Barker's plane was 
forced down on desolate Kanatak Island dur- 
ing a winter gale. For five days her diet 
was restricted to chocolate bars. 

Eleven years ago, as a girl of 16, Kay 
Barker made her first trip to Alaska. Since 
then she has been in and out dozens of 
times. 

One of her most enjoyable trips to Usha- 
gat Island was made by plane in the dead 
of winter. 

Once her plane crashed in an isolated 
Alaskan settlement. Superstitious natives 
ran to the wreckage, then backed away 
from the white woman in terror. 

At first sight, Ushagat Island impressed 
Miss Barker as an ideal spot for an Alaskan 
lodge, a rendezvous for hunters after mas- 
sive bear on nearby Kodiak Island. . Usha- 
gat itself is alive with wild ducks. 

But Alaskan friends persuaded her that 
harvesting blue fox pelts offered more finan- 
cial promise. 

So Miss Barker negotiated a lease with 
the Go¥ernment. Family objections were 
overcome and she obtained financial das- 
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sistance in stocking her island furm. 
Soon after leasing Ushagat, she acquired 
the services of Mesha, who had learned 
the white men's language and customs in a 
Method * } " 

Since then he has been her devoted 
helper. Now Mesha, a tireless, wiry Aleut, 
24 years old, is a crack shot and wise in 
the ways of foxes. 

This winter Miss Barker is without the 
protection of her dog, Chirikof. After com- 
ing out with her from their last winter in 
the North, the big fellow softened under 
the ease of civilization. Last fall when his 
mistress sailed for Alaska, Chirikof was 
crippled up with rheumatiem and had to be 
left behind. 

Lack of beauty shops on her faraway 
island does not bother Kay Barker. For- 
tunately, her curly red hair stays that way. 
It's natural. 

“You would be surprised to know that I 
keep my nails manicured better on the 
island than when I am in the States,” she 
said. “But I like roughing it. Imagine 
how wonderful it is to be away from tele- 
phones.” 


"AY BARKER has learned to care for 

sick natives who trust in the power 

of a white woman to cure many 
ills. When accidents befall her trappers she 
must be doctor, nurse, cook and boss. 
Harvesting fox pelts is not her sole activ- 
ity on Alaskan islands. She has become 
an expert photographer and is taking both 
“stills” and movies this winter. 
Most of her shooting is done with cam- 
eras. She never kills any wild thing unless 
forced to for food or protection. |

There was only one thing left to do and 
they did it. They made known that Jimmy 
Cromwell had written himself out of his 
heart's desire—at least as far as Senator 
Moore's unexpired term is concerned. 

For Jimmy defeat can be much less bitter 
than for most men. Now he can apply 
himself to d favorite project, his new Hono- 
lulu home, Authorities there would not is- 
sue a permit for the mansion at first be- 
cause they held it would bar free access 
to the beach but this trouble was ironed 
out after counsel for the Cromwells pointed 
out huge sums Doris Duke had invested in 
the island.

In more ways than one this is an unusual 
home. For one thing it has no guest rooms. 
For another it is named Hale Kapu which 
means “forbidden house” and caused many 
a raised eyebrow in Hawaii where hospitali- 
ty is traditional. Then it has electrically 
operated windows, aquaria with invisible 
glass, great terraces with glazed Persian 
columns; marble doors imported from India 
and a 804oot swimming pool. There are 
only three bedrooms in the house - one for 
Jimmy, one for his wife and one for his 
sub-deb daughter, Christine Dodge Crom- 
well. 

Jimmy Cromwell was an adolescent when 
his father, Oliver Cromwell died. His moth- 
er then married E. T. Stotesbury, multi- 
millionaire banker and member of the firm 
of J. P. Morgan and Company. Back in 1913 
there was some to-do when Jimmy was sent 
to Central High School in Philadelphia in- 
stead of to an exclusive private gchool but 


the Stotesburys explained they wanted their ; 


son to have a democratic upbringing. 


From Central Jimmy went to the Wharton 


School of Finance at the University of Penn- 


sylvania but he quit in d huff when an in- 


structor referred indirectly io Stotesbury as 
an example of “predatory plutocracy.” 
Amusingly enough Jimmy took somewhat 
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man assigned to the job, but 
he has never had a personal 
servant in his life, and the 
idea of someone driving him 
around irks him. Besides he 
likes to be at the wheel him- 
self. He has been known to 
make 75 miles an hour on a 
wide, clear road. So, except 
when official dignity decrees 
otherwise, the Governor 
usually has the official chauffeur move 
over and takes the wheel himself. 

This impatience with show and pretense 
goes to the very marrow of. Murphy's be- 
ing. He has never been a wealthy man, 
or even moderately well-off, for his career 
has been in the fields of teaching and pub- 
lic service. It is doubtful if he has ever 
had more than a few thousand dollars laid 
aside in his life. 

His small nest egg is in a Detroit savings 
bank. He adds a few dollars a week {fo it 
from his salary of $5000 a year. Unlike 
most states, Michigan throws in no Gover- 
nor’s mansion with the job. It isn’t easy 
to save on a salary as little as that paid 
the Governor of Michigan, when the special 
expenses of office are taken into account. 


Jimmy was a popular figure in the younger 
set. And there was only a slight ripple 
of surprise when he took as his first wife 
Delphine Dodge, the daughter of Horace 
Dodge. The wedding, in Detroit in 1920, 
was the most spectacular social event there 
in years. 

Jimmy wooed the Dodge heiress in his 
typical whirlwind fashion. After the wed- 
ding the new Mrs. Cromwell was given the 
fabulous $825,000 Empress Catherine pearls 
by her mother. In 1922 the Cromwells had 
a daughter Christine. 
law's interests went on the market it was 
rumored that Jimmy engineered their sale for 
the staggering sum of $160,000,000. But in 
1928 Mrs. Cromwell went to Reno and ob- 
tained a divorce on the grounds of incom- 
patibility. In subsequent proceedings she 
won custody of Christine. 

Between his school days and the crash 
of 1929 there were other significant mile- 
stones in his career. During the war he en- 
listed in the navy, switched to the marines 
and emerged a captain. But he never faced 
as soul-seoring a crisis as befell him in 1926. 


HAT was the year the great Florida 
land boom bubble burst with Jimmy 
one of its major casualties. At the 
height of the land rush, in December, 1925, 
he was a leading figure in a move to make 
Floranada, Florida, the ‘Biarritz of Florida.” 
A great advertising campaign swept the 
newspapers of the East eloquently describ- 
ing the new paradise and prociaiming that 


‘a huge villa was being built for the King of 


Greece. Mrs. Stotesbury and Mrs. Horace 
E. Dodge were listed as social sponsors of 
the project. But the lots did not sell, the 
Florida real estate market collapsed and 
some $6,000,000 sluiced away. Mrs. Stotes- 
bury and Mrs. Dodge were said to have lost 
$2,000,000 plus $50,000 they paid out to 
friends. 

Cromwell was served with ga subpena to 
appear at bankruptcy heorings after d two- 
year search by process servers who at one 
time for five weeks held a 24-hour watch at 
his apartment.

ALF a century ago Clark 
Russel] wrote “The Fros- 
en Pirate,” a famous tale 
of a treasure ship locked 
in polar ice from 1753 
to 1601. Frosen with it 
were half a dozen free- 
booters, and one of them, 
thawing, returned to life 
i — ed in his wunregenerate 
prime, only to age 48 years overnight and 
die a shriveled crone. 
The recent announcement of the Reverend 
Professor Basile J. Luyet that life had been 
preserved at 300 degrees below zero was a 
different order of literature altogether. He 
dealt not with pirates and pieces of eight, 
but with bits of living tissue and cer- 
tain niceties of technique. And when—on 
presentation of his findings at the Indian- 
apolis meeting of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science—he was 
., asked if they opened any possibility for the 
pickling of human beings im similar cold 
storage, he was amused and wholly skep- 
tical. 
If any such possibility exists, he said on 
his return to t. Louis University School of 
Medicine, it is immeastirably remote. The 
method has been applied only to pieces of 
onion skin and the leaves of privet, lemon 
and rose trees. So far it offers not even a 
physical possibility of application to human 
_ beings, unless, perhaps, he could find hu- 
men beings about half an inch tall and one- 
fiftieth of an inch thick. And that is not

~ Tammann was able to point out that glass, 


heated slowly toward its “freezing point” of 
some 1800 degrees, becomes opaque and 
crystalline. The cloudiness remains if it is 
allowed to cool without melting to resolve 
the crystals. Glass is commonly glassy— 
and the vitreous rocks are vitreous, like 
amorphous quarts and lava—because of 
cooling from the liquid state so rapid as to 
reach the vitrification point before forma- 
tion of crystals. 

By cooling other substances with com- 
parable rapidity, Tammann was able to skip 
the zone of crystallization and solidify them 
in d glassy state, lost at devitrification 
point if they were allowed to “warm up and 
freeze.” The inner difference between the

tion the molecules rearrange themselves in

And so Dr. Luyet and a graduate associ- 
ate, Brother Gregory Thoennes of the Chris- 
tian Brothers, laid in a stock of gelatin and 
liquid air and set to work. 

Freezing of gelatin up to 66 per cent con- 
centration, at temperatures from a little be- 
low freezing down to the extreme cold of 
liquid ait, had been reported by Moran 
and Hardy in the Proceedings of the Royal 
Society, while higher concentrations would 
not freeze at any temperature. Transparent 
unfrozen, it froze white and opaque. 

That whiteness and opacity indicated 
something Dr. Luyet and his students ob- 
viously wished to avoid, and so, in their 
initial tests with 50 per cent gelatin, they 
spread it to a thinness of .02 inch, in the

At 5 above zero no time interval was dis- 
cernible between the removal of the gelatin 
from the mercury and the beginning of 
crystallisation. Such an interval occurred at 
all lower temperatures, while crystallization 
began before removal from the mercury at 
the higher temperatures. Five above sero, 
then, in the limits and for the purposes of 
these experiments, was the vitrification point, 
and the “sone of crystallisation” covered 
only the 27 degrees from 5 above sero to 
the freezing point. 

To Father Luyet’s surprise, the vitrifica- 
tion point remained unchanged at 5 above 
for leaser dilutions down to 37 per cent and 
greater dilutions up to 90 per cent, which is 
comparable to the water content of living 
matter. The 90 per cent dilutions had to be 
spread to a thickness somewhat less than 
.0004 inch. Greater dilutions than 90 per 
cent froze without vitrifying, an effect he at- 
tributed to the speed of crystallization in the 
lack of gelatin concentration sufficient to 
delay the molecular rearrangement. 
Crystal growth in pure water had been 
timed at about two and a half inches a sec- 
ond at 17.6 degrees above sero, he cited; 
while the addition of one per cent gelatin, 
interfering with the shift of the molecules, 
slowed it to half that rate; two per tent, to 
one forty-fifth the rate, and three per cent, 
to one three-hundred-and-fiftieth. An exten- 
sion of the figures to 10 per cent gelatin in- 
dicated that it would take at least one sec- 
ond to form crystals large enough to inter- 
fere with visible light and cause opacity:

Plasmolysis occurs only in living cells. 
and there are certain other functions in 
which they offer a practical means of dif- 
ferentiation. For example, Professor Luyet 
has found that living epidermal cells, 20 
dead, absorb ultra-violet light, and that by 
using d microscope with quartz lenses and 
photographing tissue in ultra-violet light. he 
could distinguish the live cells from the 
dead, for the live showed black while the 
dead let the light come through. 
Likewise, and this was the method he em- 
ployed in these experiments, all the ep 
dermal tissue indiscriminately takes up ¢ 
neutral red stain, but the living cells ref 
yellowstaining potassium hydroxide, # 
that, treated by both, they remain red 
while the dead cells turn a brilliant 
orange. 

So the onion skin, before its bath in liquid 
air, was treated to a preliminary drop of 
neutral red and then a drop of potassium 
hydroxide. Then, for plasmolysis. u wo 
soaked in five per cent salt solution for 15 
seconds. Chilled 375 degrees in an instant 
by the liquid air and then warmed stan 
taneously in the plasmolysing solution 
most of the cells showed yellow under the 
microscope, but a few of them were red 
capable of further plasmolysis; these {ew 
were clive.

Father Luyet has preserved living material 
in the glassy state at 300 below for only 
three to five minutes.
